greatly interested in this -winter. Also 
he wo'uld have had no contest for the 
new Jersey delegation to the demo- 
! cratic national convention in 1912. 
' Now he has a flrst class fight on his 
hands all along the line, a flght that 
might readily end his career unless 
the people generally are discriminat- 
ing enough to recognize ^and reward 
faithful public service. 


A Man of Wealth. 


Smith, as has been said, is the dem-

PLANS ARE MADE 


FOR IDEAL CITY 


Tenement Chief of Phila- 


delphia .Gives Details of 


Novel Project. 


TO BE GARDEN CITY 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Dec. 13.—Plans 


for an ideal city, which can be readily 
erected in the outskirts of Philadelphia 
or any large metropolis, he asserts, 
have been prepared and forwarded to 
United States Secretary of State Knox 
by Arthur E. Buehholz, chief of the lo- 
cal division of tenement inspection, 
who represented this country at the 
annual housing congress, held in Vi- 
enna early this year. 


Details of the Garden City, as it has 


been called, were discussed at the con- 
gress by experts from every portion of 
the world. Various remedies were pre- 
scribed for the present day evils of 
large cities. The city plan, as arranged 
by Chief Buehholz, he 
declares, 
is 


based on what has been accomplished 
by the congress and in accordance with 
what the delegates believe to be prac- 
ticable ideals. 


According to Chief Buchholz. it has 


been 
universally 
agreed 
that 
the 


crowding of cities and the depopula- 
tion of the country districts is a mis- 
take, which leaves its effect upon the 
growth of the nation. 
To overcome 


this tendency of the multitude to flock 
to the cities and add to the 
many 


problems which are confronting mu- 
nicipal officials, a place with greater 
attractions than the cities now possess 
must be devised. The Garden City as 
now planned. It Is declared, will com- 
bine all the beauty and delights ol the 
country and the varied advantages o 
the city. 
The plan, he declares, Is 


based on the soundest ethical and eco- 
nomic principles. 


"Take 6,000 acres of farm land, pur 


chased In the open market," the repor 
states, "at <200 an acre, with monej 
raised by * per cent, bonds. The grounc 
Is held In trust by four trustees flrsl 
as a security for the bondholders and 
secondly, In tru«t for the people of th 
Garden City. The essential feature o 
the plan Is that ground rents, base 
upon the annual value of the land, sha 
be paid to the trustees, who. after pro 
vlding Tor an Interest and sinking fund 
will hand tho balance to the centra 
council of the new mnlcipallty. to b 
'employed by tuch council In the ere 
ation and maintenance of all necessars 
public works, roads, schools and parks 
The Garden City Is to be built near th 
center of the 6.000 acres, covering 1.00 
acres, or a sixth of the tract, and mlgh 
be circular in form, three-quarters t 
a nillo from center to clrcumforenc 
Six boulevards. 120 feet wide, travers 
the city from center to clrcumforenc 
dividing it Into six equal 
parts 
( 


wards. In tho center are left five an 
one-half acres laid out ns a garden, 
and surrounding this garden, each 
standing In It* own ample grounds, are 
the large public building, town hall, 
.heater, library, museum, picture gal- 
ery and hospital. 


'Xext to this center is a 140-ncro 


mbllc park within cash reach of «J1 
.he people. Running around the cen- 
tral park, except where it Is intersect- 
ed by boulevards, l» a wide glass ar- 
cade, called the 'Crystal Palace,' open- 
ng on the park. Here are manufac- 
:urcd goods exposed ror sale in a. wln- 
^)r garden, permanent exhibition of a 
most attractive character. Coming out 
of tho Crystal Palace we step into the 
great avenue which, like aft streets in 
Garden City, Is lined wits trees.

"On tho outer ring, ot the city are 


factories, warehouses, dairies, markets 
and coal yards, all fronting on the 
circle railway, which encompasses the 
whole town, and which hus sidings con- 
necting it with a main lino of railway 
passing through the city. 
This ar- 


rangement enables goods to be loaded 
direct Into trucks from the warehouses 
and workshops, nnd so sent by railway 
to distant markets or to be taken from 
the trucks Into the warehouses or fac- 
tories. The smoke field will be ban- 
ished from the Garden City by elec- 
tricity. 


"The chief difference between Gar- 


den City and other municipalities is 
its method of raising revenue. Us en- 
tire revenue is derived 
from 
rents 


which arc calculated to pay the Interest 
on tho money with which the 6,000 
icres were purchased, to 
provide a 


sinking fund for the purpose of paying 
oft the principal, to 
construct 
and 


maintain all such tvorss as are usually 
constructed and maintained by a mu- 
nicipality out of Its taxes, and after 
reducing the bonds, to supply a large 
surplus, such as old age pensions or 
Insurance against accident and sick- 
ness. 
"There is no difference between town 


and country more noticeable than the 
difference in the rent charged for the 
use of the soil. The lessee of an acre 
of land in the central part of a large 
city pays from 5.000 to 7.000 times as 
much more rent as he would for an 
acre of agricultural tend. This enor- 
mous difference of rental value is, of 
course, almost entirely due to popula- 
tion. With foresight and pre-arrange- 
ment, the migrating people 
become 


owners of the increased value in its 
Garden City. Although rents may rise, 
such a rise in rent will not become 
the property of individuals, but will be 
applied in relief of taxes."

"I don't know definitely whether I

I 
knew he was an old;

«nd. all that, but I had not studlad 
my Bible enough to be certain, so as 
I walked I cried to God:

I ever experienced 
In my life, the impression came to 
me, 'Your father is up here safe with 
me.' 
There and then I promised to 


•erve Him all my lit", looking natur- 
ally 
up at the stars, and the load 


lifted right off me. It made all the 
difference in my life. Every time I 
•aw a man coming out of a saloon I 
^wanted to go up to him, and throw 
my arms about him, and tell him. 
TTou are going to hell, man! 
Why 


don't you 
accept. Jesus Christ?1 A 


great longing to save souls came !o 


me after that night, and I began to 
look around to see how I could help 
the most men in the best way, and I 
decided that my work lay in helping 
them by song. 
1 found out that a 


hymn set to music is like a sermon 
on wheels, and soon became more anil 
more- firmly convinced of the pow;r 
of a gospel hymn to reach and save 
people." 


Where Do Hymns Come From? 
"Where do you get your hymns?" 
"From the wide world. Here, there 


and everywhere. 
From all sorts of 


people and all kinds of places. 
Tne 


mun who sets out to make a collection 
of gospel songs never knows when ho 
may find a treasure. I could tell you 
stories enough to fill columns about 
the origins of some of the songs tint 
have been sung in this mission. I re- 
ceived through the mail the music 
of 'What Will You Do with Jesus?' 
and it has become the great Invitati-j.i 
song that Mrs. Asher uses with such 
power. Then I shall never foget how 
•Don't Stop Praying' had Its birth. I 
also received it through the post; tho 
sender told me it had been refused 
by two music publishers. 
I was t-o 


struck with It that I asked the writer 
to call and see me. She came, anil 
told me that she had had a very 
great trouble. 
She prayed for help, 


but help did not seem to be coming. 
Still she kept praying, and one morn- 
ing, at breakfast, she opened a letter 
that lifted the whole trouble from 
her. 
She was so convinced that her 


faith had been justified, and so in- 
spired by the belief, that before she 
got up from the table she wrote the 
words 
and 
music 
of 'Don't Stop 


Praying' 
almost 
exactly 
as 
they 


stand today. 


"Of course, some people write the 


words of one hymn as the result of 
a deep heart experience, and nevnr 
write another—just as some people 
write ono book that grips you and 
holds you and 'caji never write another 
like it. And when you come to think 
of it. a gospel song-book is Just won- 
derful." 


"That red book of yours must be 


the key to some fascinating stories?" 


"Well. I Ruess it Is! I could start 


at the old Glory song and go through, 
telling you of people In almost every 
land under the sun that have bera 
brought to Christ by one and another. 
You see. If you have songs written 
with experiences like 
that 
back 
nf 


them, they can't help being soul-win- 
ners. 
And that js the great test a 


song has got to pass before we let it 
In—Is It a soul-winner? We've sot 
no use 
for 
pretty songs, or gran'1 


songs, or entertaining songs, unless 
they come up to that standard. Of 
course, there are other essentials."

"And they arc?"

smoothness, directness, truth to Scrip- 
ture. 
Talking of simplicity, people 


sometimes say to me. 'Why. with a 
choir like that, you could render such 
and such an oratorio magnificently?' 
or 'Why don't you give us something 
classical, something high-class?' Well, 
I 
don't 
know 
about high-class. 
I 


judge a song by its saving power, and 
I reckon I use the highest possible 
class. 
When you can show me th-it 


oratorios 
will 
convert more people 


than simple gospel son£s, I will put 
them on the program every night of 
the week. But I believe In using the 
hymns that really help the people, and 
save people, and when they don't <lo 
that. It is best not to waste time on 
them. 


The use of a hymn Is sometimes a 


matter of great consideration. I hesi- 
tated a long time before I would 113-3 
the song 'Tell Mother I'll Be Th(»ro/ 
A friend cut It out of a scrapbook and 


sent it to me, and I carried it a year 
before I used it. 
One night there 


was a crowd of railway men at our 
meeting, and 1 said to myself. '1 won- 
der what will reach those men?' 
I 


finally decided on this touching son.1?, 
and when the meeting was over, a 
burly engineer came up to me and 
said, 'Mr. Alexander, 1 promised my 
mother on her deathbed that I would 
become a Christian; h\u Instead of 
that. I have been going to the devil 
faster than ever. 
Preaching never 


touched me. but this song did. 
If 


you will sing it to-morro\v night - I 
will bring the men.' 
He did bring 


them for many nights, and he uso'.l 
to call out; 'Sing 'Tell Mother I'll Be 


for Australia. She came up to Spring- 
field, Mass.. while the meetings were 
on, but was unfortunate enough to 
take cold, and could only come eut-to 
one of our meetings. 
That day she 


came up and had dinner with us, and 
delighted us all with her wonderful 
vitality and vivacity. 
Although she 


was eighty-nine years of age, 
her 


face was scarcely lined, and had the 
expression and the sweetness of a girl. 
Her 
voice 
was singularly powerful, 


and had an Indescribable warmth and 
sympathy ia it. She seemed to think 
in poetry and would sit down and 
talk by the hour, ^temporizing poer- 
ry just as a musician will extemporize 
on the keyboard.

"It stands to reason that every song 


must be a Scripture message. 
Miss 


Ada R. Habershon, of London, who 
has written many of the hymns that 
Mr. Harkness has set to music, is one 
of the finest. Bible students I know. 
She writes specially for me, and has 
supplied me with over 650 hymns, and 
not a poor one amongst them. But It 
would be impossible to 
write that 


number of good hymns If she did not 
know her Bible from cover to cover. 
Fanny Crosby, who wrote 'Safe in the 
Arms of Jesus,' and who, I think, was 
blind from her infancy, memorized the 
first four books of the New Testa- 
ment, and all her hymns are true to 
Scrtpturfs 
By thn way. I met Miss 


Crosby shortly before wn left America 


sort of poetic stanzas, how she had 
hoard of me 
and longed to see- and 


hear me; how she had prayed for us, 
and would continue to pray for ;.s 
during our tour 'of the world. 
Next 


day she sent me somo written verses 
which we published In a. little paper 
that we printed on board the 'Ma- 
kura.'" 


"I suppose Mr. Harkness has de- 


veloped with his experience?" 


"Yos. Mr. Harkness has grown Into 


(ine of our boat hymn-writers. 
Being 


so Intimately associated with these 
great 
movements, and 
having 
his 


heart stirred by the experiences of 
the hundreds who come to profess 
Christ In the meetings, he has the 
best possible atmosphere In which to 
work. 
He sees the various ways <n 


which people reach decision, and the 
Impress of it all is upon his music 
and words as well. A movement if 
this kind Is the greatest school a 
gospel hymn-writer could have. Many 
of our'great hymn-writers have lost 
their pawer of reaching: the, ppnpla 
with their hymns when they have 


got out of active work In these meet- 
Ings." 


Work of Robert Hsrkness. 


"What do you consider Mr. Hark- 


ness' best hymn?" 


"That is hard to say; but I should 


think the best strain of melody he 
ever wrote was 'No Burdens Yon- 
der.' " 


"Do certain hymns prove more ac- 


ceptable with the public than others?" 


"Yes; In our campaign in Australia 


three songs stood out prominently— 
•Lean Upon His Arms.' 'He Will Hold 
Me Fast,1 and 'God Will Take Care 
of You'—although 'Don't Stop 
Pray- 


ing' has been asked for a great deal. 


"The three great deciding hymn.-; 


are, 'Thy God Reigneth,' 'My Anchor 
Holds,' and 'He Will Hold Me Fast.' 
You will notice each one of these !s 
a short, definite, compelling phrase, 
and they illustrate what I said about 
the 
importance of 
simplicity. 
So 


much lies in the title of a hymn. It 
is like the summing up of the sons; 
it must be a 
phrase which runs 


smoothly, and is easily held in the 
mind, carrying a message that the 
people cannot get rid of. One of Mr. 
Harkness' best songs is called "The 
Old Time Way.' 
Jt is a simple little 


melody, but it has helped thousands 
of people. 
Mr. Harkness and I had 


just risen from a little prayer at a 
friend's house, where we were visiting- 
just before leaving; tor our meeting. 
I happened to say that the only way 
to Cod was the old-time way. 
The 


phrase caught bis ear. and on the 
way to the meeting be thought out 
t',io words and music of the song. P. 
P. Bliss is an example of a writer 
who watched his phrasing very cart-- 
fully. 
You can take any of his great 


gospel Songs—like 'Almost Persuaded.' 
'Man of Sorrows,' 'Whosoever Will'— 
and you will not find a single spot 
where a word is difficult to sine: 
every word is just the right word, 
and with the musical phrasing it Is 
just the same. That Is what a gospel 
hymn-writer has got to aim at." 


"What hind of audiences do you 


prefer—women, children, or men?" 


"Just say them backwards," replied 


Mr. Alexander, with a smile, "and 
then you've got it. 
You can touch 


a crowd of men quicker than any 
kind of audience, and I think any 
speaker or personal worker who has 
had much experience will agree with 
me In this. 
Men are quicker—more 


responsive, 
more 
accurate—than 


women, and they just love to slnjr." 


How to Make a Crowd Sing. 


"Could you tell us something of the 


seercts of your success In handling 
a crowd and Betting them to sins?" 


"The first Ihlng I look nt Is the 


construction of the- building In which 
the meetings arc to be held. I flivl 
out 
Its acoustic properties, arrange 


the choir accommodation so that there 
shall be no nap between the choir and 
the crowd, and decide the exact height 
of the conductor's stand. 
This Ia.st 


might, seem a little thing, but it Is 
renlly a. matter nf great Importance; 
If the leader is too low ho loses cnm- 
mand. If he Is too high he Is out o* 
touch. 


"A good deal of consideration—or 


ratlrer judgment, for a leader has to 
make his decisions 
promtply—must 


be given to the choice of hymns and 
the way they are sung. If I selected 
a heavy hymn at 
the beginning, and 


made the people sing in a high key, 
they would exhaust themselves. There 
are scores of points of this sort; but 
perhaps the most essential thing Is 
to create a feeling of unity, a spirit 
of friendliness, and then to lead them 
as quickly as possible to a worshipful 
frame of mind. 


"I am always glad to receive storlos 


about any help that has been received 
from the singing of any gospel. son<;. 


and it Is no wonder that these sonqs i 
we use are effective, 
because they 


all have so many Incidents associated 
with them. 
Whenever I announce a 


song. I like to tell the people some- 
thing it has done, and these things 
make the songs live. Of course, when 
one is doing this, he must not let Un- 
people think he is sermonizing them; 
but It can be done in such a way 
that they will always remember the 
song and Its message. 
One of the 


most telling examples of what I mean 
occurred In the Melbourne exhibition 
building at the last big men's meet- 
ing-. 1 called for a volunteer to sing 
a verse of some son^ that had helped 
him, 
and a young fellow got up on a 


chair and sang 'Don't Stop Praying' 
In such a way that 
I knew he haJ 


got some good out of it. So I asked 
him to speak up and tell us about 
it. The exhibition is too big a place 
fir a fellow to make a speech in, so 
he just shouted as loud as he could: 
'Nine weeks ago I was saved through 
hearing a little girl sing that song.'" 


Advice to Choir Masters. 


"If you were giving advice to choir- 


leaders, what would you say?" 


"I would say, first. Adopt as your 


motto 'Sing to save,' and always re- 
member that the object of sacred 
music is not to entertain, but to lead 
people to Christ. 
If the singing de- 


eenerates into mere 
entertainment, 


you will find that the fire will die 
out of the choir. 
It is of the utmost 


importance that the choir-leader and 
the pastor should be of one mind, 
and the leader should constantly let 
his pastor know that he Is there to 
help him and support him in his min- 
istry. 
The singing and the preach- 


ing should not be 
two 
separated 


parts of a service; they should just 
fit into 'one another, and make one in 
united efTor.t to win souls. 
I think 


every minister would gain by bavins 
a song service one Sunday night In 
each month, which would, of course, 
not be an entertainment, but just as 
much an v effort to win souls as a 
preaching service, the minister mak- 
ing a good, strong appeal at the close 
of the service. 
The 
great 
Moo-ly 


church in Chicago has one such ser- 
vice every month, and as many as 
thirty conversions have taken plac^ 
at one of them. 


"One of the faults In the construc- 


tion of churches and chapels Is that 
the choir is cut oft so definitely from 
the rest of tho congregation; It make's 
them and the congregation feel two 
separate parts, and my experience has 
been that such a separation is detri- 
mental to the highest results. I think 
that the chojr should be so placed 
that it feels It Is an organic part of 
the congregation. 
Whenever you sec 


a. great revival you will notice that 
the people pack every part of the 
building and there is a sense of unity. 
I aim to secure this effect ot unison; 
I Invariably try; lo arrange'the seat- 
ins so that you ca.nnot tell whore the 
choir ends and the congregation be- 
gins. 


Should Make Hymn Its Own. 


"I think It Is a good thing for a. 


church lo have a piece and make It 
its own—find out what hymn or an- 
them the people all like, settle on th<it, 
and sine "It till it becomes the regu- 
lar thing—that church's acknowledged 
property; It Is like a school bavins; 
certain colors. 
I suggested the Idea 


to a preacher In Philadelphia three 
years ago, and when we were in Bos- 
ton, 
recently, he came to me and re- 


minded me of It. 
He said that h!.s 


people had chosen 'He Lifted Me' -is 
their hymn; they had sung it Sunday 
after Sunday, and one after another 
had been converted through It. He said 
that the whole church was in love 
with It. and claimed it for its own. 


"I think, also. It Is the misfortune 


of many church choirs 
that 
the!.- 


chief 
musical 
effort—the anthem- 


comes immediately after the prayer, 
and that, instead of thinking about 
the prayer, they are half, the time 
thinking about the piece they afe: go- 
ng to perform. 
1 have never for- 


gotten one little incident In D. L. 
Moody's life. 
During the-world's fair, 


in Chicago, I was up in the gallery 
helping to seat the people, and during 
the prayer I looked down on the plat- 
form at Mr. Moody. His very attitude 
showed what the prayer meant to 
him. 
One of his assistants came in 


from the side and slipped up to give 
him a suggestion. 
He touched him 


on the shoulder, but Mr. Moody.sim- 
ply shook his head without looking 
up. 
That little shake ot the head 


meant more to me than all the lec- 
tures 
I 
heard 
Moody 
give oa 


'Prayer.'" 


Do you make your pi .!;* with Mr. 


Harkness before a service begins?" 


Value of a Consecrated Pianist. 


"No. During the whole of the more- 


than eight years that Mr. Harkness 
has acted as my pianist I do not 
think we have ever 
mapped out a 


slnsrls set program, because—for one 
reason—I never know exactly -what 1 
am going to do until I see the audi- 
ence and test their mood. Mr. Hark- 
ness is so thoroughly In sympathy 
that he seems to know by inspiration 
what I shall choose, and I scarcely 
have to look at him, much less tell 
him what I want. He follows me so - 
closely, accompanies so readily, and 
transposes with such apparent ease 
that perhaps the people have no Idea 
of the nervous, as well as the physi- 
cal strain of his work. The relief to 
the mind of a song leader who can 
depend so thoroughly on his accom- 
panist that he does not have, to 
give him a single anxious thought, 
can be imagined. In this connection 
I would like to add to my advice to 
choir leaders that one thing must not 
be lacking If living praise is to be 
secured; it is that the man who plays- 
the organ should be thoroughly con- 
secrated to God. When Robert Hark- 
ness. my Australian pianist, came 
with me. I led him to Christ 
He 


was young In the faith. 
People-al- 


ways commented on his good playinjf. 
He had been with me several months 
when he was suddenly called upon 
to conduct a half-night of prayer In 
Duncdin. Now Zealand. 
During this 


service, a man rose and spoke about 
how he bad been 
led 
to surrender 


everything to ' Christ—time, 
money, 


friends, ambition. Mr. Harkness had 
not reached that point of surrender, 
but during the meeting he did so. 
Tho next afternoon a man came, to 
me anfl said. 'What has happened to 
your pianist?' I said. 'I don't know.' 
'Well.' ho said, 'he doesiVt play the 
way he did yesterday. There Is some- 
thing there that was not there yester- 
day. 
Find out.' 
I asked Mr. Hark- 


ness what had happened. 
'A man,' I 


said, 'has just asked me what has 
made a change in your playing slnco 
yesterday.' His face brightened up a* 
he said. 'I had never fully surrendered 
to Christ until last night. That may • 
account for It.' Get your accompanist 
consecrated. 
Get the very best you 


can. 
but be sure that he Is a Chris- 


tian." 


"Do you always use a piano Instead 


of an orrjan?" 


"In dealing with a large audience I 


find that & piano accompaniment is 
better than a pipe organ, for It gives 
the voices a better'chance, and keeps 
them well in pitch nnri in time, .is 
well as keeping them together. With 
a piano the voices are heard to better 
advantage than with a 
pipe, organ

Athletic Training for the Trip 


Before starting on that 
trip 
tho 


bishop will go through a course of 
athletic training. That will take three 
weeks and include long walks, run- 
ning. skipping rope, using dumb bells 
and jumping. 


When h« is in condition hft will 


take an Eskimo for a traveling com- 
panion and interpreter, six dogs with 
a light sled. The sled is to carry the 
food supplies. 
The missionary bishop 


always travels on 
snowshoes, 
light 


and about four feet long. He expecta 
t6 make thirty to thirty-five miles a 
day between stations an<1 sleep out of 
doors most of the time. 
The neareat 


stations are one hundred miles apart 
and others are four hundred miles 
apart. So he Is required to carry food 
supplies to last several days, even on 
his shortest trips. 


Bishop 
Rowe is slow to tell of his 


adventures, hut he has had plenty of 
them. - The rivers- through -the north- 
ern country are deep and, in summer, 
swift. 
A part of his trip will be by 


boat and he will shoot rapids danger- 
ous to the heat oarsmen. The natives 
have come" to believe that he cannot 
be killed by any accident of storm or 
river.

His Knowledge of the Country. 


"Never let the natives know moro 
bout dealing with the conditions of 
lat country than you do or they will 
ecome unruly." he said.

arts of Alaska and I learn from All 
f them and am prepared to teach al- 
nost any guide some thine-i he does 
lot know.

"I can speak enough words of their 


anguages to get along, but when I 
alk^to audiences ot natives I must 
mve"an interpreter.

For example, when the temperature 


is 50 to 75 degrees below zero a man 
cannot bare his hands long enough 
to light a lire without freezing them, 
and lighting matches in the yiiek 
mittens he must use Is not practicable'. 
To avoid that difficulty the bishop al- 
vays carries some small ends oC can- 
lies In his pocket.

often numb.
